articular precepts and obſeruations to 
be handled in the ordering of the ſame. 
As touching the definition therfore: 

I call that an honorable eſtate or Reuen- 
nue, where any Lord or owner thereof 1s 
by the bleſſing agd prouidence of God, 
either by inherirance, guifc, purchaſe, or 
otherwiſe, endow:d with Honers,Man- 
nors, Lorcſhips, Houſes, Lands, Tene. 
ments, and ſuch likepoſleſſions as have 
belonging vnto them Royalties, ſerui- 
ces, franchizes, liberties, and other 
priuiledges, and immunities, not inci- 
dent ro common eſtates, and tenures. 
For al:hough that honorable titles ( in 
reſpe& of mens perſons) doc properly 
belong vnto none but ſuch who by dif- 
cent,office,place,the Princes free guifr, 
or ſuch likc , may iuſtly challenge the 
ſame, yet cucn men of meaner ranke 
may be ſeized of ſuch honorable eſtares, 
And for as much as diuers Lords and 
owners of ſuch eſtates now a dayes(whe- 
ther through negligence, ignorance, 
feare ot roo much expence, orthe like, 
I 
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Iknow not) for want of skilfull, diſcreer 
and faithfull Officers and Miniſters to 
that purpoſe, doe not aupdaily loſe 
diuers of their Royale ſeruices, cu- 
ſtones, and caſuall profits, to the ſpoy- 
ling & diſmembring of their Mannors, 
but allo ſuffer many encrochments,con- 
cealements, and other nuſances, ro be 
oftentimes made and committed a- 
gainſt them co their | and ſomtimes 
1rrecouerable preiudice : which contra- 
riwiſe by the care and prouidence of 
Skilfull, diſcreete, and honeſt Officers 
would quickly be four.d our and preuen- 
ted : My purpoſcis therefore heere tq 
deſcribe ſuch an order in the manna- 
ging, diſpoſing and gouerning of ſuch 
eſtares , as whoſocuer ſhall be pleaſed 
(after mature conſideration) but to 0b- 
ſerue the ſame, 1 doubt not bur he ſhall 
finde grear profit and contentment ther- 
in, and the comſe nothing ſo chargable 
to be maintained as many men may 
imagine, being that the ſurpluſlage of 
ef the profits ariſing by the well mana- 
ging of ſuch an eſtatc, ſhall yearely a- 


mounr 


"I, 
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mount vnto a greater matter then the 
ſurpluſlage of the charge which other- 
wile it would come vnto. 

To proceed therfore, I ſay,that to the 
well managing of an Honorable eſtate, 
there is required Ofhcers and Miniſters 
skilfull, dilcreere, faithfull, and honeſt, 
And now we are to enquire what and 
how many they be z what is each mans 
particular duty,and how to make choiſc 
of chem. 

Officers of Reuennue belonging to 
the well mannaging and gouernment 
of an Honorablc eſtate, may generally 
be divided into Othcers of order, and 
Officers of charge. 

Officers of order arc the Auditor, 
Surueyor, learned Steward,& Solicitor, 
which 1 ſo terme, aſwell for that they 
ſerue to dire the whole buſines of the 
Otticers of charge, by enforming each 
man of the particular dutics belonging 
to his place, and by fccing that the ſame 
be duly performed: as allo, for that they 
themſelues (in reſpe& of their proper 
offices ) are not chargeable with the re» 

ccipt 
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ceipt ofany profits, nor accomprablefor 
the ſame. 

Otficers of charge are all ſuch which 
haue ſome charge or other impoſed v- 
ponthem, as the receiuing and disbur. 
ſing of the Lord his monies, the colleQ- 
ing of his rents, fines, and caſuallprofirs, 
the overſeeing of his Demeſnes,carrell, 
and husbandry, the cuſtocie and ſale of 
his woods,the proufion of his houſe,or 
any other ſuch imploymenrt for which 
they ſtand accomprable. And theſe Of- 
ficers are twotold,viz.of Reccipt and of 
Expencc. 

Officers of Reccipt are the Receiuers 
generall and particular, the Storer, 
Woodward, Bayliffs, ColleQors, and 
ſuch other Minitters, which haue the 
charge and receipt of the Lord his 
Rents and other profits of his Reuen- 
nue: and thele arc all accomprable to 
the Auditor for the ſame. 

Ofhcers of Expence are the Steward 
of the houſe, and vnder him all other 
Officers of the houtſhold, which haue a- 
ny charge impoſed vpon them, whereof 


they 
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they ſtand accomprable to him, as the 
Gentleman of the botſe,Clerke of the 
Kitchin, Baker, Brewer, Bucler, and ſuch 
like, all which for breuitics ſake I omic, 
purpoſing in this diſcourſe to entreate 
of none but ſuch as are chiefly neceſſary 
for the managing of Land-Reucnnue, 
and which hauc ſome charge impoſed 
vpon them for which they ſtand ac- 
comptable to the Auditor. 

Andnow that we hauc ſuthciently ex- 
preſſed what Officers are of neceſſity re- 
quiſir to the well ordring & mannaging 
of an honorable cſtate , we will accor- 
ding to our former propoiided method, 
ſer downe the particular dutie of each 
ſeuerall Officer as they fall our in order 
and dependance, reſcruing the Auditor 
for the laſtplace, becauſe in his office,as 
ina maine —_ or Riuer, the cfteAs 
of all the other, as the branches therof, 
doe concurre and are made maniteſt,

rable Reuennue; whoſe Office is to view 
and ſuruey all and ſingular the Honors, 
Mannors , Lordſhips , lands and Tene- 
ments of his Lord, and to ſearch our all 
the profits, Royalties , priuiledges, and 
cuſtomes thercunto belonging, expreſ- 
ſing che ſame orderly in his Bookes of 
Suruey; andalſoto ſet downe and di- 
ſtinguiſh in his ſatd Bookes,the particu- 
lar bl of cuery Tenant within cach 
Mannor,truly burting & bounding each 
ſeuerall parcell chereof, and expreſſing 
the auncient names of the ſame , the 
qualitic , quantitic, and yearely value 
of cach mans Tenement, the tenure by 
which he holdeth,and the Rents and (er- 
vices yearly due and payable therefore, 
with the Feaſts and dayes of payment, 
entering eachtenure orderly and ſeuc- 
rally by it ſelfe. 

To take notice of fuch encrochments 
concealements, purpreſtures,and ſuch 
like,as he ſhall mcete withall in his view 
and perambulation, and to certifie the 
Lore or his Commiſſioners therof,thar 
che ſame may be reformed, or preſented 

to 
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to the Lurie at the next Court, and aren- 
ted te the Lord his profit, as alſo to cn+ 
quire of Rents decayed, and to doe his 
beſt endeauour to reuiue the ſame. 

To make good & formall Terrars or 
Rent-rolls out of his Bookesof Suruey, 
expreſſing therein orderly all rents, ſer- 
vices, and certaine profits, within cach 
Mannor, and the times that they arc 
due,payable,and to be performed ; and 
codeliuer the ſame to the Bayliffts wher- 
by they may gather vp and colle@ the 
faid profits, and alſo {ce the ſeruices du- 
ly performed to the Lord his vie. 

To make out Suite-rolls contayning 
all the Tenants names that owe ſuite 
of Court to the Lord his Mannors,cx- 
preſſing therein each ſeuerall renure by 
it ſelfe, and what ſeruices and cuſtomes 
each Tenant holdeth by, as fealtic, ho- 
mage, reliete, &c. and to deliuer the 
ſame to the {euerall Stewards that they 
may thereby call the Tenants at the 
Lord his Courts, and be direted what 
to doe vpon cuery change, as death, ali- 
enation, ſurrender, andſuch like.

And for the better performance of 
all theſe duties,and wharſocuer cls is fit- 
ting to be required at the hands of this 
Officer, he ought to be ſufficiently $kil- 
full in all the parts of Surucy,vrz. the 
Mathemaricall , Legall , and ludiciall, 
which ſufhciencie ro obraine, he muſt 
be endued with theſe ſcucrall guifts or 
qualities following. 

Firſt, he ought ro have the perte& 
vic of lome Mathematicall Inſtrument, 
as the plaine Table, Thec delite, Cir- 
cumferentor, or ſuch like, fitting tor the 
vic of Surucy; and allo to be well ſeene 
in Arithmetick and the grounds of Ge- 
omerrie: whereby he may be able aſwell 
to finde the errors which he may com- 
mitin platting of grounds, or caſting 
vp the contents, and amend the ſame, 
a« alloto proue the truth of his worke 
and to giue a rcaſon thereof. 

Secondly , he ought to haue ſome 
reaſonable knowledge in the common 
Lawes , eſpecially in ſuch generall 
points as are incident vnte, and doe 
moſt concerne a Mannor or Lordſhip: 

whereby 
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whereby he may be able ro know and 
diſtinguiſh the ſcuerall renures, rents, 
ſeruices, Royalties, and ſucty like prin- | 
cipal! matters requiredin a Suruey : and 
to expreſſe the ſame orderly in his | 
Bookes, Terrars, Rent-rolls, &c. | 

Thirdly, he oughtto be a reaſonable | 
good Clerke,and ro have good bill in 
euidences of all ſorrs, aſwell ancient as 
modernezto be able to reade and vnder- 
ſtand the ſame, whether they be in latine, / 
French,Engliſh,or any other language 
heererotore vicd in this land. 

Fourthly , he ought to haue good 
Skill in the goodnefle of grounds,and in 
the valuation of the profits & commo- 
ditics growing and ariſing out of the 
ſame, as Timber, vnderwoods, Mynes, 
Quarries, &c. as alſo in the valuation of 
lands or caſual profits, to be leaſed,ſold, | 
purchaſed, or exchanged,cither preſent | 
orinreucrſion, cither in tee-ſimple, fee- 

Farme , vpon lives , or terme of 
yeares, &c. |

to make choyſe of him by the qualities 
he onghrto be endued withall; we will 
proceede alittle further, to ſhew the be- 
nefies and commodities that may and 
doe ariſe by this Officer executing his 

lacc honeſtly & well: which although 
for the moſt part,they doe clearely ſhine 
and are manifeſtin that which we haue 
before ſpoken, yer becauſe this Officer 
of all others belonging to Reuennue, is 
hardly thought of, and moſt calumnia- 
ted by ſuch as either vnderfland nor 
what vſe to make of him, or rather ſuch 
whoſe cloſe packing and ſecret injuries 
are by tim in dangerto be laid openz it 
ſhall not be amiſſe to explaine the profir 
of his facultic alittle better. Wherfore 
I haue heere laid downe the principall 
commodities of a good an abſolure 
Suruey,( ſo farre as at this preſent my 
memorie will ſerue mc ) in theſe ſix Ar. 
ticles following, viz. 

Inprimis,it is a good meanes te con- 
ſerue the Rents and Cuſtomes of all na- 
tures from being concealed, left, or de- 
eayed; or their natures by euill diſpoſed

changed. 

2 Irem, to lct, hinder,and auoyde en. 
crochments that might be made be- 
eweene Lord and Lord, Lord and Te- 
nant, and Tenant and Tenant : or be- 
ing formerly made, to lay open and dif. 
couertheſame:as allo intimes to come 
to decide controuerſics that may hap- 
pen in this and diuers other caſes, 

; ltem,in letting andſetting of lands, 
in fineing of Coppy-ho!ders,in ſale and 
exchange , a pertc&t Suruey is able to 
enformethe qualitic , quantitic, value, 
tenure, and (cituation, aſwell and better 
then any other view that can be taken 
beſides. And by perfe&t Surueyes ſo ta- 
ken, the Lord or his Commiſhoners ſit- 
ting quictly at home, may not only 
themlelues aſlcle fines vpon the leaſes, 
& cuſtomary cſtates,bur allo continual- 
ly ſee both how themſclues and their 
Tenants be dealt wichall by their Ste- 
wards or other Olficers put in truſt for 
the like matters. 

4 Item, to reuiue decayed Rents, 

Royaltics, 
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Royalties, &c. and to bring to light 
Concealerments, forteitures, and other 
ſuch like treſpaſles and iniuries. 

5 Item, a good Survey is beneficiall 
tothe Lord and his poſtcritic, being as 
good cuidence in lawe for any matter in 
controuerſie, as any other written In- 
ſirument whatſocuer of like antiquitie, 

6 Item, the Plat well made is excel- 
lent 10 explanc Euidences concerning 
the butting, bounding, and poſition, of 
any parcell that ſhall happen ro be in 
controuerſic, eſpecially where the ſame 
controuerſic,or ſome principle therof, 
dependeth vpon rhe poſition; whick 
cannot well be concciued by euidences. 
And thus much may ſuſtice for the Of- 
fice and dutic of a Surucyor.

Of the learned Steward. 

He learned Steward is alſo an Ofh. 
cer of order, and as necdfull in an 
honorable cſtate or Reuennue as any O- 
ther whatſocuer, by whoſe care and di- 
ligence chicfely the ancient rights, pri- 
B 2 uiledges 
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uiledges and cuſtomes of cueryparticu- 
lar Mannor,Lordſhip,Bayliwicke,or Li- 
bertic, areto be prelerucd and keprt,and 
the caſuall nelly of the ſame yearely 
ſought out and maniteſted. 

Heis by vertue of his Office, to keep 
duly the Leers and C ourts within cuery 
of the Lord his Mannors, at the times 
and places accuſtomed, aſwell for the 
good goucrnment of the Lord his Te- 
nants in their duc obedience rowards 
him, as in the adminiſtration of equirie 
and iuſtice among themſclues, by inqui- 
ring of all manner of offences, injuries 
and treſpaſſes,that are enquirable or pu- 
niſhable in the ſaid Courts; and ſuch as 
arethereto be reformed by paines, a- 
merciaments, or ſuch like; to impoſe 
the ſame according to lawe and e- 
quitie. 

He is alſo to enquire of, enter, and e- 
ftreate out vnto the Bayliffe, all manner 
of caſuall profits happening and grow- 
ing dacto the Lak of the Mannor 
any forfciture, concealement, eſcheate, 


ward, marriage, relietc, herriot, waiue, ' 


eftray, 
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eſtray, fellons and outlawes goods, new 
erections, purpreſtures, encrochments, 
Licences of all ſorts,as for digging clay, 
Chalke, Marle, &c. for the paſſage of 
ſome water-courſe, for letting and fer- 
ting of cuſtomary lands for longer terme 
then the cuſtome will beare, &c. as alſo 
by the common fine, head-filuer, green- 
hewe, or any other ſuch profit enquira» 
ble in the Court. 

To aſleſle and extract out reaſonably, 
and according to the! cuſtome of the 
Mannor, the Fines of the cuſtomarie 
Tenants, vpon euery new admittance; 
by Surrender, death, or expiration of 
terme, and to enter orderly vpon the 
Roll all the ſeucrall Tenements, Cotra- 
ges, and parcels of land contayned in 
cuery ſuch admictance, with the ancient 
names, butts, and boutids of the ſame, 
andthe yearely Rents and ſeruices due 
therefore: that ſo the divers alterations 
which may happen by parcelling of 
lands and Tenements, may at all times 
plainely andeuidently appeare without 
confuſion , which is a matter of great 

B 3. moment 
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moment and neceſſitic, though lirtle re. 
garded by moſt Stewards now a dayes, 
who for haſt, to cut their buſineſle the 
ſhorter ro their owne gaine, forthe moſt 
part, neuer butt and bound the parcels 
granted, nor many times ſo much as 
name the ſame, or mention the Rents : 
whereupon it commeth to paſſe that in 
few yeares,nor onely the 1 enements & 
lands arc ſo manglcd and diſmembred,as 
by the ancient Surueyes,Euidences, and 
Records,the ſame cannot poſhbly be ler 
out vpon any occaſion offcred: bur alſo 
the cuſtomary is conuerted ro free, and 
the Rents, Services, and caſuall profits 
thereof quite loſt and obſcured from the 
Lord, bcſides the infinite troubles and 
ſuires that oft times ariſe thereot be- 
eweene the Tenants, 

To make our his Extracts of Courr 
bipartite in Parchment indented, deli- 
uerine the one part thereot,within one 
moneth next alter enery Court to the 
Baylifte,for him to colle&the ſame,& to 
{end rhe other part to the Auditor atthe 
time of the Audite, that ſo the Bayliffe 

may 
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may be duly charged therewith vpon his 
accompt: and aiſo within the compaſle 
of the yeare following,to engroſle the 
the Court-Rolls, to remaine in the place 
accuſtomed, for the vic and ſeruice of 
the Lord and his Tenants, 

Now concerning the guifts and qua- 
lities wherewith this Officer is to be en- 
ducd for the better execution of his 
place, and by which he is to be made 
choiſe of for his ſufhiciencie therein (ho. 
neſtic and diſcretion firſt and chiefly, aſ- 
well in him as in all other Officers of Re- 
uennue, being reſpeed) he ought to 
haue go0J knowledge and experience in 
the common lawes of this land, thereby 
to be able readily to know and diſtin- 
ouiſh of the authorities, priuiledges and 
juriſdictions of ſuch Courts as are inci- 
dent and belonging toany Mannor, Li- 
bertie, or Franchiſe, whether the ſame 
be Court-Leete,Court-Baron,Court of 
ancient Demeſne,Court of Pypowders, 
or thelike z and to judge and determine 
of the ſeuerall matters, actions, and ca- 
les, which may happen,aad are properly

enquireablc or determinable in cuery | 


of them. Andtothis end, it is good tg 
make choiſe of ſuch a man as hath beene 
brought vp at ſome of the Innes of 
Courtor Chauncerie, or hath praQtiſed 
as a Solicitor, Atorney or Councellor at 
lawe, whereby he hath gained good cx- 
periencc. 

He muſt alſo bea good Orator, to be 
able orderly, diſtin&ly, and ſufficiently 


to deliuer a good and ſubſtantial charge | 


to the Iurors, of ſuch matters as are to 
be enquired of and preſented before 
him,and to expound the lawe to them in 
caſes needfull. 

He ought moreouer, to be a good 
Clerke,to be ablethereby to make good 
Court-Rolls,and to enter orderly in the 
ſame all marters preſented before him, 
as Eſſoynes,defaults of apparences both 
of free and cuſtomarie Tenants,deaths, 
alienations and deuiſes of freehold- 
lands, which are things very neceſlarie 
to be cyaquircd of ina Court-Baronz 
(though for the moſt part now adaycs 
neglected) for that when any gy

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The Office of the Solicitor, 19 
der alicneth any parcell of his Frechold- 
landto a ſtranger, or by his will deuiſerh 
the ſame ro divers perſons, there the 
Lord hath an enercaſe of his Free Te- 
nants.and of their ſeruices, VWards, Re- 
liefes, & ſuch like; which are oftentimes 
quite loſt for want of ſuch preſentments:

He Solicitor is likewiſe an Officer of 
Order, whoſe Office chiefly (in mat- 
ters' of Reuennue, which onely' in this 
place we purpoſe to cutreate of ) is to 
ſee that ſuch Priuiledges , Cuſtomes, 
Rents, Seruices, Debts, and profits to

or other Oſſicer of authoritic, be duly 
and with beſt conuenience pur in ſuite, 
and diligently and carefully followed to 
the beſt aduantage of the Lord. 

To ſce-that fuch Patents, Charters, 
Graunrs, Feoftments, Deedes, Leaſes, 
& other Euideaces, wherby any Lands, 
Annuities,or other profits of Reuennue, 
areto beaſlurcd tothe Lord, or wherby 
any ancient Priuiledges,Cuſtomes,Ser- 
uices,or ſuch like, are to be reuiued and 
eſtabliched,be formally drawne and per- 
uſed by skiltull Councell, to the intent 
the ſame may be good and effeCctuall in 
Law, to all ſuch intents and purpoſes as 
they ought ro be made. 

Theſe are the principall matters con- 
cerning Reuennue, which the Solicitor 
hath ro looke vnto, and to be able ro 
pertorme the lame, he ought to be ſuch 
a one as hath beene trained vp to the 
proteſſion vader {»me Councellor, At- 
torney, or other Othcer belonging to 
the Lawcs, or elſe ſome one which by 
following of diuers cauſes hath gained

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good experience, how to order his Af. 
faires in every ſcucrall Court both Ec- 
cleſtaſticall and Temporall, 

He ought alſo to be a good Clerke, 
and to be able ro reade and vnderſtand 
all ſorrs of ancient Euidences, whereby 
he may the berrer declare vnto Coun- 
ſell the eff:& of his caules, and alſo be 
able tro make our Breui ates of ſuch caſes 
25 arc in controuerlic, a'well for the bet- 
ter information and memorie of Coun- 
jel!, as for helpe of the Iudges ar the 
times of hearing, 

Andlaſtly, he ought to be conuerſant 
and well acquainced im 4'] r1e Offices, 
where the Records of cuery Court are 
kept, whereby ro know where to ſearch 
for ſuch Records as ſhall be neeedfoll in 
ene1y cauſe, and to know the Fees of c- 
ucry Officer and Miniſter in each Court 

vpon euery occaſion and bufineſle that 
may happen , and thus much of theſe 
Ofhcers of Order.

L bir Bayliffe is an Officer of Charge, 
belonging to ſome Mannor , Lord- 
ſhip,Franchize,orLibertie, whoſe Office 
principally is to colle& ind.gather vp 
yearely at the Feaſts and nimedof Pay- 
ment due and accuſtomed, aſwell rhe 
Rents of the Frecholders, Coppyhol- 
ders, Feefarmers, Leaſcholders , and 
Tenants at Will; as alſo the Fines , A- 
merciaments, paines and profits of 
Courts, Waiues , Eſtrayes , Fellons 
goods, Herriots, Reliefes,and all other 
caſuall profits happening within his 
Charge, and yearely at the Audit to 
accomprt for the ſame. 

To rake Diſtreſles, ro make Seizures 
and Re-entries to the Lords vie,for non- 
payment of Rent,or vpon other occaſt- 
ons when he ſhall be thereunto required 
by the Auditor, Steward, or other Ofi- 
cer of Authoritie. | 

To ſummon the Lords Tenants that 
owe Suite and Seruiceto his Courrs, to 
appeare and giue their attendance at the

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; aid Courts, whenſocuer they ſhall be 
appointed to be held, and to ſerue all 
manner of Precepts, Warrants, and 
Proceſle graunted by the Steward in the 
Courts of the Mannor, or by the Au- 
ditor on the behalfe of the Lord.

Thele Officers ought to be honeſt and 
rrultie, of good diſcretion, abilitie, and 
conuerſation; and it is fitting that the 
Bayliftc ( whcrher he be an Ofhcer for 
life, or during plcafure) ſhould pur in 
good {ureties for anlwering the Lord his 
Rents an4 profits : for the other there 
needes no ſuch marrer, tor it they be 
delinquent it is a Forfeiture of cheir 
Cuſtomaric eſtates, which is Securitic 
good enough. 

As concerning other qualitics,it were 
firting they ſhould be able ro write and 
reade, whereby to make perte& Notes 
and Bills rothe Auditor of the particu- 
lars of their Accompts,that fothey may 
be the Icſſe noubleſome to him in his 
Audits : and for all other matters they 
areto take diretion, as occaſion ſhall 
ſerue,trom rhe Steward, Auditor, Sur- 
ucyor,or other Officer of Authoritic.

TH: Wood-ward is alſo an Officer of 

Charge, vato whore care and truſt,

He is therefore carefully to looke to 
the preſeruation of the Lords Woods, 
and vnder-Woods within his charge,& 
tothe well Fencing of ſuch of them as 
are incloſed, that theſame be not ſpoy- 
led or waſted, by breaking or putting in 
of hurtfull Carrell r50 ſoone after euec- 
ric fall , before the young ſtuffe be 
growne paſt danger, or by cutting and 
hewing thereof at all cimes by lewd and 
diſordered people, which if they be nor 
carefully looked vnto, are wont to ſteale 
Rods, Poles,Fewell,and ſuch like,out of 
mens grounds, and eſpecially the Lords 
Woods, vpon the waſts and elſewhere. 

Toſee that the Woodfalls be made

And forthe better performance ofhis 
Office,it were very ficting that he ſhould 
haue very good tas in meaſuring 
of Tymber, bothround and ſtanding, as 
alſo felled and ſquared; and aboue all, 
that he be very honeſt and conſcionable, 
ro accompt truly for the profits of his 
place : And thus much may ſuffice con- 
ccrniag this Officer.

Charge of prouiſion to accompt for,

To keepe faire and orderly Bookes, 
aſwell of the we.kely or monethly Ac- 
comps of all the toreſaid Officers, as 
alſo, of all otherhis owne Recciprs and 
Disburiments,entering in the ſame each 
particular, in his due aud conuenient 
place, and vnder his proper title, that all 
things may appeare without confuſion : 
& finally,to accompt vnto the Auditor 
honeſily and1uſtly at the end of cuery 
yeare,

with this Officer is to be furn.ſhed,much ' 
might be ſaid, if 1 ſhould enter into Oe- | 
conomicall affaires, but to auoide tedi= | 
ouſnes, and to wade no farther then m 
firſt intenc,I ſay,that it is ficting this Ofh- 
cer ſhould be of honeſt life and conuer- | 
ſation, whereby to ſhew good example 
to others;of good abilitie&reputation, !

ned ro the Lords profit: in which reſpe& 
this Officer repreſenteth the Lord his 
owne perſon, and ought ro haue mora 
ſpeciall authoritie conferred vpon him 
then any of the former. 

He is by vertue of his Office yearely 
to take and examine the particular Ac- 
compts of all and ſingular the Officers 
and Miniſters of Charge aforeſaid ( ex- 
cept ſuch as are accomptable to the 
Steward of the houſe) and to ſee that 
all manner of profits, wherewith any of 
them are tobe charged, be duly and or- 
derly colle&ed and anſwered. 

To enter duely in the Accomprs ſo 
taken, all ſuch materiall changes and alte- 
rations as may happen in the Rents, 
tegures, and Tenants names, cither by 
Eſcheate, new Purchaſe, Sale, determi- 
nation of eſbate, improucment, decay, 
or any the like accident, that the ſame 
may euidently appeare vpon cuery Oc-

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To ſee that the caſuall expences and 
Bills of Charges yearely brought in by 
the Bayliffe, and other Accomprants, to 
be allowed for Court Dinners, keeping 
of Strayes, repayring of the Pinfold, & 
ſuch like, be reaſonable and fitting, and 
where they are exceſſue, vnfirting, or 
vnneceſlary, to diminiſh or diſallow the 
ſamc.

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matters concerning his facultie : which 
he being , and executing his place ho- 
neſtly, and with iudgement, the profits 
that will ariſe to the Lord by this Othcer 
are great, and more then ſodainely can 
be drawne to memorie : ſome of the 
principallwhereof, notwithſtanding as a 
taſte of the reſt, I haue heere ſet downe 
in theſe Articles following. | 
x Inprimis, an eſtate well ordered by 
a Skilfol Auditor, giueth great caſe and 
comfortto the Lord of te ſame, and 
helpeth co improue it ſelfe' : for that e- 
uery ſmall profir is continually in the 
Lords eye; which in eſtates ill managed, 
(by men of no skill in Auditoric ) are 
often, and for the moſt parr, either quite 
concealed, or alrogether negleCted. 

2 Item,a ckilfull Auditor, in keeping 
dueaccompt of arrerages of Rents, a- 
merciaments, fines, and ſuch other pro. 
fits, is not only the meanes to make the 
Bayliffs, Colle&ors,and otker Miniſters 
carefull ro omit nothing of their duties, 
butalſo to keepe diſordred Tenants in 
the berter ——_y for where theres 

no 
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no Auditor at all, or one that is remiſſe 
and of no skill, many caſuall profits, e- 
ſpecially amerciaments are vrterly loſt, 
by the neglcR of Miniſters, andfor want 
of carefull looking vnto, which very 
thing is a great cauſe of diſorder among 
the worſt ſort of Tenants, animating 
them, aſwell to negle& their ſeruices & 
dutics rotheLord,as to comit iniuries & 
treſpaſſes, one againſt another,by hedg. 
breaking, wood-ſtealing, breaking into 
Paſtures, and Corne, with their Carrell, 
and ſuch like: all which, if theſe amerci- 
aments were duly impoſed, leauicd, and 
anſwered, would be more carefully loo- 
ked vnto and auoyded, 

3 Item,an Auditors accompr,is good 
Euidence to pleade in Court, for the 
holding or re-obrtaining of any Rents, 
Royalties, Cuſtomes, Services , Priui- 
ledges, Franchiſes,or ſuch like,formerly 
in poſſcſhon, and after loſtby negleR or 
otherwiſe.

The Concluſion, ſhewing the or der how to 
gouerne an honorable eſtate, by the Offi« 
cers aforeſaid : and in ſmall eſtates 
to contratt them to the Lords beſt adnane 
fare, 

FJ Aving before ſufficiently declared 

the ſeuerall duties of each particu 
lar Officer and Miniſter of Reucnnue; 
rogether with the qualitics euery of 
them ought to be enducd withall, for 
the better and more eftectuall perfor- 
mance and execution of their {cuerall 
places, and Offices, itreſteth now only 
to ſhew and ſer downe, a little more 
plainely,the dependance that one Office 
hath of another, and therebythe order 
of goucrning an honorable eſtate by 
them, and how euery particular profit of 
Reuennue may be brought in charge, & 
duly colleted, and anſwered to the 
Lords beſt aduantage : wherein, for our 
berterproceeding, we will comprehend 
al profies of Land-Reuennue,vnder theſe 
two generall heads,Certaine & Caſuall, 

All Certaine profits of Land-Reuennue 

D 2 are 
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are enquirable by the Surueyor, and by 
him to be certified, and expreſſed in his 
Bookes of Surucy, as Rents of Free-hol- 
ders,of cuſtomaric Tenants, of rhe De- 
meſnes and Leaſc-lands , of Tenants 
at will, of herbage, andagiſtament, of 
Parkes, Woods, Foreſts, &c. of Mills 
and MulQure, of Mynes, Quarries, and 
ſuch like: of all manner ot Royaltic:; as 
Fiſhing, Fowling, Hawking, Hunting, 
Free-warren, and ſuch other : Allo, all 
manner of mouable Rents, as Hay, and 


Corne, Egges , Hens, Geeſe, and the 


like : And laitly, all Rents of Seruices & 
cuſtomes,being certaine,as for Licences 
of all forts, common Fine, relcaſe of 
Suire os Court, head-filuer, green-hew, 
and ſuch other. Out of which ſaid 
Bookes of Suruey,being faire engroſled 
& made authenticall by Euidence there- 
in certified, and the Iurics hands there- 
vnto ſubſcribed ; a bricfe Abſtract, and 
Suite-Roll,is ro be made, and delivered 
eo the learned Steward,whereby he may 
not only call the Tenants to doe their 
Suite and Scruice at the Lords Courts , 


bur 
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but alſo be directed by value of the lands 
how to aſleſſe Fines vpon Coppyhol- 
ders, and the like. Then alſo a perfet 
Rent roll is ro be made out, & delivered 
vnto the Bayliffe, whereby he may col- 
lect, and gather vp the ſaid certaine pro- 
firs, and accompt ſor them yearely to 
the Auditor, as before hath beene ſaid. 
Laſtly, the Bookes themſclues are to be 
deliuered vnto the Auditor, that out of 
them he may drawe downe, and make 
out the viewes of his Miniſters ac« 
compts, and then to redeliuer them to 
the ſaid Surueyor, to remaine in his cu- 
ſtodie for the vie of the Lord or his 
Commiſſtoners,in letting of Leaſes,and 
ſuch other occaſions. 

The Cafuall profits of Reuennue, are 
either enquirable by the learned Ste- 
ward in his Courts, or by the Auditor, 
at the time of his Audit. 

Caſuall profits, enquirable by the 
Steward, are Herriors, Reliefes, Wards 
and Mariages, Forteitures, Waiues, E- 
ſtrayes, Fellons and Outlawes goods, 
Fines vpon admittances of cuſtomary 

D 3 Tenaats, 
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Tenants, fines vpon Licences, purpre- 
ſtures, and new ereQions; amercia- 
ments, and paines for default of ſuire of 
Court, mending, ſcowring, and clen- 
ſing of Fences, Ditches,and rlighwaies, 
Reſcous, Pound-breach, and other like 
treſpaſles, nuſances, and offences E\- 
cheats, Pleas, and Proceſle of Courts, 
Fraies, bloudſheds , and the like; All 
theſe the Steward isro extrat out, to 
the ſeuerall Bayliffes or other Miniſters, 
appointed to collet & leauie the ſame, 
and to returne the duplicate of the ſaid 
Extra&sto the Auditor, as before hath 
beeneexpreſſed. And it is _— that 
ſuch of them,as are laid down in Court, 
theReceiuer or Bayliffe ſhould be pre- 
ſent, rotake them vp ty the Lords vſe, 
& not to commit them to the Stewards 
charge,lca(t by that meanes he purſe the 
{mall ones to his owne profit, and neuer 
accompt for the ſame,as fines of Licence 
of Brewing, digging of graucll, ſand, 
chalke, clay, and ſuch like. 

Caſuall profits enquirable, by the 
Auditor only, are profits of Faires, 
Markets, 
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Markets, and ſuch like; wood-ſales, A- 
giſtament and Pawnage; profits of the 
waſtes and Moores, as fale of Heath, 
Turfes , Peate , Sand, Granell , Marle, 
Chalke, Clay, and all other profirs be- 
ingcaſuall, and not elſewhere enquira- 
ble:In exaing of which accompts, the 
Auditor had neede be very circumſpeR, 
and the ColleQors , of the ſame v 
honeſt, for that commonly theſe are bu- 
fineſſes commirred to the ſole truſt and 
diſpoſing of one man, both to ſell, and 
ro accompt for the ſame, who if he be 
not honeſt and con{cionable, may year- 
ly defraude the Lord of a great part 
thereof; but the Auditor, if he be wiſe 
and circumſpe&,may both finde out the 
falſhood, and take order to preuznet the 
ſame. 

TheſcRents and profits, both certaine 
and caſuall, being duly collefed by the 
Officers and Miniſters thereunto ap- 
pointed, ought at cuery halfe years end, 
(or ſooner if occaſion require) to be 
paid vntothe Lords Receiuer,who vpon 
the receipt thereof, ought to giue his 

D 4 Acquit- 
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Acquittance to the Miniſter which pay- 
eth them, as for ſo much by him recei- 
ued, of the iſſues and profits of his Office 
for that ycare: & atthe years end the ſaid 
Minifter vpon the determinatien of his 
accompr,ſhall deliver vato the Auditor 
the ſaid Acquitrance,whereby to charge 
the Receiuer with the monyes receiued, 
and ſhall for his owne diſcharge, rake 
out a Quietws eſt forthat yeares accomprt 
vnder the Anditors hand. 

All the Miniſters thus hauing aceomp- 
ted, the Auditot ſhall call the OE , 
chargingthem, aſwell by their ſaid Ac- 
quittances, as by the viewes of the Mi- 
nifters accompts, their owne confeſſion, 
and ſuch other notes, as ſhall come to 
his hands for that yearc; and they for 
their diſcharge, ſhall produce the Lords 
Warrants, &the Acquirtances of ſuch 
perſons, ro whom they haue paid any 
moneyzas alſo the bills of al charges and 
expences, by them that yeare dicburſed, 
ſigned with the Lordor his Commiſſo- 
ners hands: all which, vpon the determi- 
nation of their accomprs, they ſhall alſo 
leaue 
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leaue with the Auditor, aſwell for his 
warrantiec of their ſaid accompts; as for 
the moreeffeftuall charging of the Ste- 
ward of the houſe, and all other perſons, 
which are to accompt for monyes im- 
preſted by warrant or otherwiſe, —_ 
ting likewiſe of a Quietus eſt vnder 
Auditors hand for their owne diſcharge. 
And thus ſhall the ſaid Auditor pro- 
ceede,from accomptant to accomptant, 
as they depend one vpon another, vntill 
he haue finiſhed with them all : which 
being done, he ſhall make out his De- 
clararion of the whole yeares buſineſſe, 
as before hath beene ſaid, bipartite in- 
dented, and declare the ſame before the 
Lord or his Commiſſoners, who ſhall 
ſigne the one parc thereof, to remaine 
with the Auditor for his diſcharge; the 
other part thereof, the ſaid Auditor and 
Commiſhoners ſhall ſigne, ro remaine 
tothe vſe of the Lord. 

Bur heere me thinkes, I heare ſome 
obicR, that the ordering of an eſtate af- 
ter this manner ( being ir requireth ſo 
many Officers) will be too —_—_— 
or 
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for moſt men, and therefore nor to be 
_ execution, but only by ſuch as 


aue very great eſtates : To juch I thus 
anſwer. 


It is not ſo muchthe multiplicitie of | 


Officers, that is required in the well ma- 
naging of an eſtate, as the order and 
method to be vſcd in the placing, and 
appointing of thoſe Officers: for there is 
no man of abilicic, but hath, and is at 
charge with ſo many as ſerueth his 
turne after his owne manner , which 
number would alio (out of doubt ) doe 
itinthe forme heeretoforedeſcribed,the 
Auditor only excepted, whoſe placethe 
Lord himſclfe in ſmall eſtates, for the 
moſt parr,executeth ( and may well per- 
forme theſame if he haue leaſure, and 
be skilfull, burrhat few are, and thereby 
enſueth che moſt loſe) therfore to come 
to the matter, and to ſhew how in ſmall 
eſtates,with feweſt number of Othcers, 
and leaſt expence, an honorable Reuen- 
nue may be well ordered, theſe two rules 
muſt be preciſely obſerued. 

Firſt, that none of the Officers of

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order be wanting ( the Surveyor only 
excepted, who hauing once in the be- 
ginning perfefted his Surueyes, there is 
| {mall vie of him for many yeares after, 


_ | fo there beaskilfull Auditor, and alcar- 


ned Steward) and theſe Officers of or- 
der, neede be no great charge ro any 
Lord, for that one man may ſerue to 
manage diuers Lords eſtates, hauing no 
further dependance vpon any of them, 
bur only a reaſonable yearely Fee allow- 
ed for his paines, which ifthey beskilfull 
and honeſt, their diligence ſhall in ſur- 
pluſlage bring in, with aduantage, and 
caſe the Lord of much labour and vn- 
quietneſle. And the more neerely to 
contra theſe Officers of order , one 
man may ſupply both the places of lear- 
ned Steward and Solicitor;and anorher, 
being capable thereof, may ſupply the 
places of Surveyor and Auditor : and 
of this Officer ( tlc Auditor I meane) I 
would wiſhno Lord to be deſtiruce, for 
where the Lord iiinfelfe raketh the ac- 
comprs of his Officers of charge,excepr 
he be very skiltull and painefull allo, 


although 
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alchough his cſtare be but'ſmall, yer for 
want of this Otfhcer he may well loſe 
ewiceſo much in the yeare (cither by 
__ and corruption of Miniſters, 
or 

ings) as would fee a good Auditor to 
doethe ſame : Yetlet him alſo be care- 
full inthe choyſe of his Auditor , for 
many now a dayes take vpon them, both 
the name andplace of Auditors,and yer 
are very ignorant in the due execution 
of that Office. 

Secondly, it muſt be duly obſerued, 
that no one man be purto execute Offi- 
ces of order, and Offices of charge borh 
together, as Auditor and Recciuer, Au- 
ditor and Steward of the houſe,learned 
Steward and Recciuer, Bayliffe, Wood- 
ward, or ſuch like : much lefle that the 
managing of an eſtate, ſhould wholly, 
or for the moſt part, be committed to 
the charge of one particular man : forin 
both theſe caſes, it may caſily be percei- 
ued,what great meanes & (ſtrong temp- 
tations they haue (if they be not of ex- 
ceeding honeljic and good conſcience ) 
ſecretly 


y want of skill ro examine their do- | 
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ſecretly te enrich themſclues, by the 
loſſe and binderance of the Lord ; or at 
the beſt , what ol of loſing many 
profits, by neglc , or for want of 
| | $killro prevent the ſame. And yer it is 
| ſeencin moſt mens eſtates of the mea- 
ner ranke, that one man hath the gouer- 
ning of all, both for order and charge; 
| andheforthe moſt part, of no further 
$kill, then ro ſer downe confuſedly his 
receiprs,on the one part,andhis disburſ- 
ments on theother, & ſo by comparing 
them to finde the difference: whereby 
alſo the Lord hath no other declaration 
of his doings, but the ſaid confuſed ac- 
compr, in which all things for the moſt 
part come in in grofſe;and the profits of 
many Mannors , and disburſments of 
ſundry natures,are ſo mingled together, 
asthey can neither for the preſent, nor 
in after-times , vpon any occaſion that 
may happen, be diſtinguiſhed, nor the 
Lord ſee whether he haue right or 
wrong. 
But to conclude, although it be not 


ficting , that one man ſhould execute 
both 
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both Offices of order and of charge,nor 
that the whole ſhould be commirred to 
one particular perſon : yet may theſc 
Offices cf charge alſo in ſmall eſtates be 
conferred vpon a few perſons; for one 
man may be generailReceiuer, and Ste- 
ward of the houſe; another may ſupply 
the places of Baylifte, Wood-ward, Sto- 
rer,and as many other Offices of charge 
as he is able to execute : and in this 
manner the Lord 1s in moſt poſlibilitie 
to haue all his profits truly anſwered,and 
narrowly looked vnto; where not only 
euery ſmall matter is taken notice of, by 
two or three ſeuerall Othcers; bur alſo 
euery Officer of charge, is to giue ac- 
compr of rhe profits he receiueth, and 
the Officers of orcer meddle no further, 
but ro charge and diſcharge the moneys 
by the other recciucd, to ſcarch out the 
profits of Reuennue,and to ſee that each 
Officer of charge, doe executc his place 
with honeſtic and diligence. 

And thus hauel, in the beſt & briefeſt 
manner | can, deſcribed the well orde- 
ring of an honorable Reuennue: wherin, 
in 
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in whatI have failed, I ſubmit my ſelfe 
tothe reformation of the more 1wudici- 
ſe | ous: thus much by the way inferring, 
e | thatThaue notin all points cxaQtly fol. 
e | lowed thcorder and courſe obſerucd in 
/ 
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the managing of the Royall eſtate of our 
Soucraigne; who beſides Land-Reuen- 
nues,hath many other,and great profits, 
yearely comming in by his SubieQy, 
(not heere ſpoken of ) the moſt of which 
are returnable into his Maieſties Exche- 
quer, where they are handled and orde- 

red, by thoſe great Maiſters of Arte and 

iudgement in theſe facultics , from 

whomel acknowledge to haue receiued \ 

| that lirtleskill and experience which I $2 

haue. Whathere is ſet downe,is drawne | 
from chem, and applyed to the vie of the 
Subies in their ſmaller Revennues, 

which I leaue to the conſideration of all | 

ſuch, whom ic may concerne, and 

who haue hitherto loſt, by 

ill ordering of their 1 

Eſtates.
